No. 6 / 24 / 67 -CS ( / ) .—-The Rules for a competitive examina- 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
February, 1968 for the purpose of filling vacancies in the 
following Services*/ posts are published for general informa- 
tion : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Service— Assistants’ Grade; 

(ii) Grade IV of the General Cadre (Assistants) of the 
Indian Foreign Service (8). 

(hi) Railway Board Secretarial Service— Grade IV (Assist- 
ants) ; 

(iv) Posts of Assistant in ceuain Departments/ Offices of 
the Central Government not included within the 
purview of the Central Secretariat Service/ Indian 
Foreign Service (B) /Railway Boaid Secretariat 
Service. 

A candidate may compete in respect of any one or more 
of the Services /Posts mentioned above. He may specify in 
his application as many oi these Services/posts as he may 
wis*n to compete for. Candidates are warned that they will 
not be considered tor appointment to any Service/ post not 
specified by them. 

N.B .- — Candidates are required to specify clearly the order 
of preferences for the Services/posts for which they wish to 
compete. No request for alternation in the order of prefer- 
ences for the Services/posts originally indicated by a candi- 
date in his* application, would be considered unless such a 
request is received in the office of the Union Public Service 
Commission on or before 30th April, 1968. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix 
II to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a Subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) Tibetan refugee who came over to India before the 
1st January, 1962, with the intention of permanently 
settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon and East African Countries 
of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of Tan- 
zania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the 
intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d), 
(e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been given by the Government of 


India and if he belongs to category (f) the certificate of eligi- 
bility will be issued tor a period of one yeai alter wmen suen 
a candidate will be retained m service subject to his having 
acquired Indian citizenship. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one or tne following 
categories 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of July, 1V48, and have ordinarily 
been residing in India since tnen. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on 
or after the nineteenth day of July, ly48, and have 
got themselves registered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of the Constitution. 

(iii) Non-citizens in category (f) above who entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of the Constitution, viz., 26th Janu- 
ary, 1950, and who have continued in such service 
since then without a break. Any such person who 
re-entered or may re-enter such service with break 
after the 26th January, 1950, will, however, require 
certificate of eligibility in the usual way. 

Prouded further that candidates belonging to categories (c), 
(d) and (e) above will not be eligible for appointment to 
Grade IV of the General Cadre (Assistants) of toe Indian 
Foreign Service (B). 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government. 

4. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of the Union Terri- 
tory of Pondicherry or is not a resident of the Union Territory 
of Goa, Daman and Diu or is not a migrant from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tan- 
ganyika and Zanzibar) s'hall be permitted to compete more 
than two times at the examination. This restriction is effective 
from the examination held in 1962. 

Note 1. — For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall 
be deemed to have competed at the examination once for 
all the Services/posts covered by the examination, if he 
compeies for any one or more of the Services/posts. 

Note 2. — -A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or 
more subjects. 

5(a). A candidate for this examination must have attain- 
ed the age of 20 years and must not have attained the age 
of 24 years on the 1st January, 1968 i.e., he must have been 
born not earlier than 2nd January, 1944 and not later than 
1st January, 1948. 

Provided that a candidate who was bom earlier than 2nd 
January, 1944 but not earlier than 2nd August, 1943 shall 
also be eligible for admission to the examination as a special 
case. This relaxation would be admissible for the exami- 
nation to be held in 1968 only.
